BURGLARSESCAPE
ON FREIGHT TRAIN

Bloodhounds Fail to Catch Men
Who Rob Post-

Offices.

The same nlcht the post-office at
Columbia, five miles east, was also broken
open, supposedly by the same parties. Only
about 15 In rash waa secured ut Columbia.
Bloodhounds were brought to both places,

and the hounds tracked the burglars only as
far ns the railroad trarlt In both Instances,
proving to the satisfaction of all that the
burglars were beating their way on freight
trains. Up to ibis time no clue of any kind
has been discovered as to their Identity.

January 17..Upon their
return to Wilmington to-day from tho
freight rate hearing In Halelgh Fourth Vice-
President R- A. Brand and General Freight
Agent J. W. Perrln, of the Atlantic Coast
Line Railway, branded as untrue statements
made by Paul Garrett, wine dealer of Nor¬
folk. as to tho alleged attitude of the At¬
lantic Coast Line In not wanting new Indus¬
tries established along its line. In a card In
tho Charlotte Obi-crvor. Mr. Garrett charged
that Fourth Vice-President Brand advised
him to stay out of business in Wilmington.
Mr. Garrett recently purchased the Hear
winery here, and he says that General
Freight Agent Perrln told him the Atlantic
Coast Line was not Interested In new indus¬
tries along Its line, and had all the business
It could handle. Theso allegations have
caused a furor here. and shippers of
Charlotte have called the attention of the
State. Rate Commission to them, seeking an
Investigation.

clared tho Garrett charges puro and unadul¬
terated fiction, and Mr. Perrln declared Gar¬
rett's statement nritrue. and that he had
not talked with the Norfolk man for over
a year.
